Receipt of amendments, argument, remarks, and the declaration filed 5/06/2009 
is acknowledged. 

Claims 

Claims 2-10 and 15-24 are canceled. 
Claims 1 and 11-14 are allowed. 



Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 and 
11-14 are drawn to methods of producing aqueous solutions of reactive chlorine 
compounds. 

The instant invention claims a method comprising four steps (A-D). While steps 
A-C are known in the prior art, step D is not known in combination with steps A-C. The 
novelty of the instant invention lies in step D. In a declaration filed 5/06/2009, applicant 
showed that performing the methods of WO/2000/48940 did not result in the same 
compounds as the methods of the instant invention. The lack of said compounds was 
proven with mass spectroscopy demonstrating that the products of WO/2000/48940 and 
the products in accordance with the claimed invention differ. Therefore, with the 
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addition of step D and the showing of different products produced, claims 1 and 11-14 
are found allowable. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
